“My God, call a doctor, call a guard, I'm 
dying,”” Caitlaway cried.

When they e1iw Caillaway’s cun- 
dition. Schulz telephoned to the City Dis- 
pensary for Dr. Voerster. Callaway wis

Caliaway's mother visited him at 5 o’clock

and talked to the man privately for imtif 
an hour. When Catiiway left her he 
seemed more cheerliul tian usual. 

Jailer Huebler coull give no explanation

Callaway killed hig wife, Annie P. Calia- 
way, in the store of Siegel Hillman, where 
she was empbhoyed, on the afterncon of 
Monday, April 10, 189. E'¢ fired five shots 
at her and four took effect. She died al- 
most immediately. Callaway surrendered 
himeelf; The shooting was witnessed by a 
score of persons. Callaway and his wife 
had been separated, and he was intensely 
jealous and had been trying to induce her 
to return to him. He had treated her badly 
and she had made up her mind it was use- 
less to attempt to live with him. She had 
a child which she was supporting by her 
labor in the store. After the murder (Cal- 
laway sought by every meane to blacken 
his wife's character, in order to build up 
an excuse for the murder. 

He connected her with a detective. At 
the trial he could Substantiate none of his

Callaway was a handsome young fellow.

JAILER HUEBLER’S STORY. 


He Cannot Yet Account for the Strych- 
nine and the Razor. 

Jailer Anton Huebler says he is con- 
vinced that the means by which Callaway 
ended his life was passed into the jail 
Thursday afternoon, but he does not know 
who did it. The jailer said that both he 
and his guards had done all they could to 
frustrate any attempt of suicide that Cal- 
jaway might have made. 

“Yesterday at noon Mrs. Callaway was 
here and had a long talk with her son,’’ 
says Jailer Huebler. ‘She left hurriedly 
that time and returned again just a few 
minutes before 5 o’clook.

When she came the last 
time I admitted her to the screen myself.

Doomed as I am to be hanged, and writing 
as I do in the shadow of the gallows within 
a few days of the execution time, when I 
can almost hear the sounds of preparation 
for my death, and all that goes on about 
me has no meaning save to bring me to a re- 
alization that I am about to enter into the 
great unknown existence, it is not probable 
that I would set down anything in error 
intentionally, either to better my own state 
in the public mind, or to injure others. And 
I ask those who may read this. to look to 
fhe circumstances under which I write for 
proot of the truth of my story. 

I take it that the world, or some portion 
of it at least, is interested in me—not for 
my individual sake, because I am not so 
vain as to think that—but because I am a 
murderer, a wife murderer. That is a hor- 
ridble indictment to write against one’s self, 
but it is true, and I must write it, for it is 
apart of the whole truth. The words stand 
Out bolder than the others on the page, 
The letters take fantastic shapes—like 
nooses, even. They seem like silent ac- 
cusers. But they do not make me shudder: 
they do not sting my conscience like the 
sight or the sound of the word ‘murderer’ 
used to. Constant association with an idea, 
a temptation or an actwality in any form, 
alters its effect and robs it of its terrors, 
mo matter how horrifying it may have been 
in the Beginning. As the old proverb has it, 
“familiarity breeds contempt.” 

“Murderer, wife murderer,’’ has been 
dinmed into my ears in the courts so often 
that I hear the terms or see them in print 
now without being terrorized. The accusa- 
tion stands against me; [ have been con- 
victed, the presence of fate as typified by 
the word “‘murderer’’ is always with me, 
and I am accustomed to it. 

“Tt said my conseience was not stung like 
it used to be. That is because, in the many 
hours and days that I have spent in soli- 
tude, I have gone over my life again end 
again, and I have come to be a fatalist. 
What is to be will be and cannot be 
averted. If it was ordained by the Supreme 
Power which rules that I shogid be hanged, 
no earthly agency can prevent it. 

This belief in fate does not relleve me 
of the responsibility of guilt, bur there is 
this consolation in it, I am convinced that 
T am a creature of ,unfortunate circum- 
stanees. It takes all kinds of pecpie to 
make a world, and Iam one of the unfortu- 
nate kind—one of those for whom a lite of 
tragedy was prepared. 

No man believes in fate £9 strongly, now- 
ever, that he will not speculate cn what 
might have been, and seek to find the er- 
rors oF misfortunes whicn placed nim in the 
kind of position I now occupy. 

I committed murder and will probsablv 
hang for it, because I attempted that which 
no man can successfully carry out. I mar- 
ried under circumstances which should pre- 
vent marriage. I did not realize what I 
was doing. I was too young, I suppose, and 
probably it will be said that I am still too 
young to speak wisely on this subject, but 
the result of my marriage is_ sufficient 
proof that it was grievously unwise. 

When I married I took up a burden which 
no man ean bear and maintain his self- 
respect. I began married life with an ex- 
plantation on my hands which I was obliged 
to offer at every turn I made. The skele- 
ton was ready before the closet was pre- 
pared for its reception. We could nor hide 
our skeleton in a closet, It stalked abcut 
with us, and people had seen {t before tihcy 
knew us. For a long time we were happy 
because we believed in each other and be- 
caus we stood together against the world 
and the skeleton. Bat this condition did 
not last. It could not last. Family skele- 
tons disrupt families as well as create gos- 
in among outsiders. 

Our skeieton disrupted our family. It 
crept in between us gradually, but once 
its precense intervened our happiness was 
at an end. The skeleton took foremost part 
in every misunderstanding. It fostered mis- 
understandings and developed them into 
bitter quarrels.

ed to make either of us disagreeable, the 


i skeleton would be referred to by the other 


as the real cause. This would precipitate 
a discussion as to the responsibility for 
the skeleton’s existence, and these discus- 
sions always ended in a quarrel. 

The skeleton bred jealousy in my mind, 
which no other agency could have aroused. 
Jealousy meant accusation and more quar- 
rels. Constant quarreling soured ‘both our 
dispositions, changed us completely, and 
in time drove us to committing acts which 
we had before only alleged against each 
other. 

I suppose I should havé foreseen how it 
would ai] end. I should have reasoned then 
as I do now. ‘I should have known that 
the things which made me jealous before 
marriage, stung my Vanity and wounded 
my pride would affect me in the same way 
and a hundred times more forcibly after 
marriage. 

Through it all I loved my wife pas- 
sionately. Probably it was not the-tender 
sentiment which should exist in a hus- 
band’s heart, and probably I did not treat 
her with the tenderness and  considera- 
tion which every wife craves, but in my 
way I loved her. I loved her jealously. I 
wanted her to be my exclusive possession, 
body and soul. I was jealous of her smiles. 
It cut me to see her treat other men po- 
litely. I wanted her to breathe for me 
alone.

But I was overcome with something akin 
to pity for the man, while I sat at home 
with my wife. And I realized that to kill 
him would only plunge myself into great- 
er trouble, blight my baby’s life, and leava 
my wife a widow, with another skeleton 
which could never be kept in concealment. 
I spared the man. 

Our life was a perfect hell on earth for 
months. It was all because of the skele- 
ton. The constant turmoll at home pre- 
vented me from studying. I gave up the at- 
tempt, and, In fact, I had begun to fall be- 
hind in my studies soon after the flirtation 
which brought my wife and I together. 

The drinking habit grew upon me, I was 
never a drunkard, as has been charged, but 
my mental unrest promoted @ craving for 
the counter irritant of excitement which in- 
dulgence in intoxicating drink produces. 

It may be said that under adversity I 
should have putmy best efforts forward 
and should have Kept my brain clear al- 
ways to combat the evils which I knew ex- 
isted. Well, it is easy to give such advice. 
but exceedingly hard to follow it. 

I tried to drown the skeleton. It wou!ld 
not drown. At times when I would be 
where there were lights and people, gavety 
and excitement, I would forget the skele- 


neuralgic pain, the remembrance of the 
thing would dart through my brain, mock- 
ingly, tauntingly, searing my soul with the 
awful truth that I could not rid myself of 
the specter. 

Again, I would get into a frame of mind 
permitting me to contemplate the thing 
retrospectively. I would so play upon my 
judgment with fanciful, melodramaziec ergu- 
ments brewed by alcohol and a sincere de- 
sire to belleve them, that ny judytnent 
would be dissolved for the time and I would 
believe that at last the skeleton nad been 
conquered. 

“It is no skeleton, at all,’ ¥ woald tell 
myself. “It Is a myth, a creatlon of your 
own diseased Imagination and your super- 
sensitiveness. You onlv fancy that people 
point you out and whisper abcut you to 
strangers. They do nothnig «f the kind. Men 
admire another who 'i%s the courage of 
his monvic:ions and displavs it as you have. 
This is vour affair and nobody eise's busi- 
ness, You married her. You have not 
asked the advice of the world and you do 
not care for the world’s opinion. Cheer up, 
old fellow, take another drink!” 

But the skeleton would be at mv elbow 
when I raised the liquor to my lips. 

Eventually I decided to run away from 
the skeleton. I talked the plan over with 
my wife. She agreed with me. We would 
ro away from St, Louis. All we asked was 
that people iet us alone. I thought this 
desirable state could be brought about in 
some other city where we were not known, 
Ve determined to go to Chicago and be- 
rin life anew. My wife demurred a long 
time before consenting. She held that there 
was nothing to run away from; that when 
we were married we both knew what we 
would have to encounter, and that I should 
have made up my mind then. But [I won 
her to my way of thinking. The day for 
our departure arrived. I bought the tick- 
ets. Our grips were packed. I called for 
her in. a carriage that night to go to the 
depot. I took a carriage, not that I could 
afford such luxury at that time, Dut De- 
cause for her sake I desired to quit the 
meighborhoold where we had lived in a 
style which should convince our acquaint- 
ances that we were not going away pov- 
erty stricken. 

At the last moment my wife said she 
She charged me with cow- 


ton for hours, Suddenly, like a shooting | 
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ardice, said I was running away from a 
condition I had freely entered. She said if 
I wanted her I would have to remain in St. 
Louis. She said her relatives were here and 


‘she was not going to run away from them 
'to please me. 


This threw me into an -uncontrollable 
rage. I dashed the grips out through the 
door. I fell upon my wife with murderous 
fury. In that moment I saw in her a 
fiend, the composite actuality of all the tor- 
menting furies of my dreams and daylight 
fancies. I struck her. She fell against a 
wall in a corner. Her face was cut. Blood 
appeared in the cut. The sight appeased 
my passion. I dashed out of the house. 
Her brother-in-law sought to stop me I 


feiled him with a blow and continued my 
flight into the street and away from her. 
My disordered brain told me as I ran that 
with the blow which felled her I had struck 
down the skeleton. The end justified the 
means, I thought. I was rid of it ali at 
last, and she might do what she chose, for 
she had brought it all on herself. 

My brain was in a whirl. I was giddy, 
dizzy and in a state of forced exhiliration. 
I tried to fancy that I had thrown from 
my shoulders a great burden. I imagined 
I felt free as the wind. I did what I be- 
lieve the majority of men would have done 
under the circumstances, I got drunk. In 
the morning I awoke with a confused recol- 
lection of the events of the. night pre- 
ceding, and my bedfellow was the skele- 
ton. 

This Chicago incident occurred in October, 
1898. Several days after my wife’s refusal 
to accompany me I went to Chicago alone, 
We had then separated. We were not 
again united. I secured a position in a mer- 
cantile house in Chicago, I endeavored to 
forget all about my wife and the baby and 
the harrowing experiences of our married 
life. There is but one way to forget a 
woman—that is to associate with others. 
If this plan does not succeed the case is 
hopeless. I tried this and failed. In the 
society of other women I tried to forget 
her and I could not forget her. I applied 
myself to all manner of diversions within 
my reach and still I could not forget her. 

Nor Could I forget the skeleton. 


At last I saw a great light. The skeleton 
could not be distanced; it could not be 
destroyed; its voice could not be stifled; its 


presence could not be concealed. And why?

Because it was my conscience! The thing 
needed no incentive but my own knowledge 
that it existed to come forth and tantalize 
me. 

No use to remain in Chicago longer. No 
use to run away. [ might just as well re- 
turn to St. Louis, where I had friends. But 
J would not return to her. I had taken the 
skeleton into my life for her sake and she 
had done nothing to lessen its influence. 

I returned to my own family. I visited 
my parents at Fredericktown. My mother 
returned to St. Louis with me. My father 
came here later. He was going to start 
me in business. 

My wife filed suit for divorce. When 
this information reached me, all my old 
love, my jealous love for her, returned to 
me. I went to her and begged that ehe 
withdraw the suit. She refused and tan- 
talized me with reference to the skeleton. 

My father disappeared. He had several 
thousand dollars with him when he disap- 
peared. Rumors of foul play were printed. 
A police sergeant told me that my wife and 
one of her relatives told him I had boasted 
to them while drunk that I was going to 
murder my father for his money. 

This enraged me. I went té my wife’s 
house to see the relative. The relative was 
not at home. I went downtown. I took 
several drinks. I stopped at the Peerless 
bar on Washington avenue and took. two 
or three drinks. I had a revolver if my 
pocket which I had purchased on Morgan 
street several days before. 

After leaving the Peerless _I went to Sle- 
gel-Hiliman’s, where my wife had gone to 
work shortly after our separation, The 
conversation which took place between us 
when I found her has never been printed. 
There was no person within hearing. 
did not intend to kill her when I spoke to 
her. I wanted to take her to task for what 
she and her relative had told the sergeant. 

‘What did you mean by saying I told you 
I was going to murder papa?’ I said. “You 
have caused me enough trouble already. 
Are you trying to get me out of the way?” 

“Yes!” she snapped back at me, “and 
we will have you in the holdover before 
we get through with you.” She smiled in 
; ea way and continued, “l saw 

ack——”’ 

Mention of that name made a murderer 
of me. I did not permit her to finish the 
sentence. I ehot her almost before the word 
had left her lips, and when she fell I 
fired every shot into her body that the pis-

CUT TO EIGHT CLUBS 


THE NATIONAL LEAGUE CIRCUIT 
REDUCED AT LAST. 


BALTIMORE AND WASHINGTON. 


They Are No Longer Active Members 
of the Leading Baseball 
Organization. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, March 9.—At 12 o’clock last 
night the National League magnates an- 
nounced that they had succeeded in ac- 
complishing the much-desired circuit re- 
duction. 

By the retirement of Baltimore, Washing- 
ton, Cleveland and Louisville from the 
League the circuit has been reduced to 
eight clubs. 

That is unless some unexpected hitch 
should oceur to-day. 

Nobady anticipates any obstacle to the 
formal ‘promulgation of the agreement. But 
you never can tell. League magnates have 
a way of changing their minds and erecting 
hurdles and blockades when least expected. 


In spite of persistent questioning Brush 
declined to state the amounts to be paid to 
the retiring clubs, 

From another source it 
the terms agreed upon are: 
ta be paid about $30,000 for its franchise and 
to dispose of McGraw, Robinson and its 
other valuable assets as the Brooklyn-SBalti- 
more syndicate owners may see fit; Wash- 
ington sells out franchise, players, lease of 
grounds and good will for $39.4500; Cleveland 
is to get $15,0 for its franchise, and Louis- 
Ville $10,000. The last named clubs are to 
sell their players. 

The money to meet these obligations on 
the League’s part is to be raised by setting 
aside a percentage of all gate receipts un- 
til the various amounts are paid.
